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INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 


OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1949. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  of  Worsley. 


July,  1950. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending  1949. 

There  has  not  been  any  great  change  in  the  Vital  Statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate,  16  per  1,000,  is  higher  than  last  year,  but  is  lower 
than  the  average  for  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales. 

'The  Death  Rate,  14  per  1,000,  is  higher  than  the  average  for  England 
and  Wales  which  was  11.7  per  1,000. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  is  39  per  1,000  against  33  per  1,000  last  year. 

Apart  from  Polio-myelitis  it  was  a  light  year  for  Infectious  Disease.  We 
have  had  ten  cases  of  Polio-myelitis  in  the  district,  two  of  whom  died. 
Five  of  the  children  made  satisfactory  progress  and  were  soon  back  at  school. 
One  had  to  receive  treatment  for  a  longer  period  and  the  remaining  two  are 
still  undergoing  treatment. 

Two  of  the  residents  of  Worsley  were  involved  in  the  outbreak  of 
Typhoid  Fever  which  was  caused  by  a  carrier  of  the  disease  in  Salford.  Both 
were  men  and  both  recovered. 

There  were  127  cases  of  Measles  but  these  were  at  the  tail  end  of  the 
previous  year’s  epidemic. 

The  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  slightly  higher,  14  compared  with  11 
the  previous  year,  but  the  number  of  new  cases  reported  were  fewer,  being  22 
compared  with  27  fn  1948. 

For  the  first  time  on  record  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
district  during  the  year.  This  is  a  complete  justification  of  the  Council’s 
scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  babies  against  what  was  a  scourge  and  a  fatal 
disease. 
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The  following  statistics  are  worthy  of  being  placed  on  record.  The 
scheme  commenced  in  1940. 


In  1989  there  were  106  cases  and  4  deaths. 
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This  year  there  were  no  cases  at  all. 


The  transfer  of  various  services  to  the  National  Health  Service  has  taken 
place  gradually  and  smoothly  and  the  two  departments  are  working  together 
quite  amicably  and  with  complete  co-operation. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  is  growing  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
lists  and  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I  should  like  to  offer  my  congratulations  to  Mrs.  Hallam  on  her  being 
appointed  a  County  Magistrate.  I  feel  sure  the  honour  is  well  deserved.

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(b)  Dairies ,  Milk  Shops.  There  are  59  milk  purveyors  other  than 

cowkeepers.  Regular  inspections  of  the  premises  were  made 
during  the  year. 

(c)  Farms.  There  are  29  dairy  farms  and  565  cows  in  the  District. 

All  the  farms  were  inspected  at  least  twice  during  the  year  with 
a  view  to  cleanliness,  lime-washing  and  structural  condition. 
The  cleanliness  of  the  cows  and  of  the  milkers  was  also 
watched,  together  with  methods  for  sterilising  the  utensils, 
cooling,  bottling  and  sterilising  the  milk.  Scarcity  of  labour 
has  been  blamed  for  a  lower  standard  of  cleanliness,  particularly 
with  regard  to  milk  bottles.  This  is  receiving  special  attention. 

(d)  Samples. 

(1)  For  tuberculous  milk — 17  samples  were  taken.

All  local  slaughter-houses  ceased  to  be  used  on  Sunday  midnight,  the 
14th  January,  1940.  One  slaughter  house  is  used  occasionally  for  emergency 
slaughter.

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Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1940-42. 

These  Regulations  require  particulars  of  all  persons  of  certain  specified 
ages  who  have  been  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Labour;  the  object  is  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Medical 
Boards  for  enlistment  in  His  Majesty’s  Forces.  There  were  no  cases  notified 
in  1949. 

Canal  Boats. 

Twenty-one  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  conditions 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  No  women  or  children  were  living  on  board  the 
boats;  in  no  case  was  there  more  than  one  male  living  on  board.  No 
infectious  disease  occurred  and  there  was  no  contravention  of  any  of  the 
regulations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR,  1949.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1949. 

During  the  year  the  change  over  of  many  of  the  services  from  the  local 
to  the  National  Health  Service  was  completed,  and  although  we  continued 
to  operate  various  services  until  things  were  properly  organised  the  change 
took  place  gradually  and  smoothly  and  both  are  now  working  with  the 
closest  co-operation. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  Department  during  the  year.  The 
only  important  addition  was  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  Rodent  Operative 
or  rat  catcher,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  Infestation 
Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriclture  and  Fisheries.  This  means 
systematic  search  and  the  baiting  of  all  sewer  manholes  at  least  once  every 
six  months,  in  addition  to  attending  to  complaints  from  householders  and 
people  living  in  the  proximity  of  allotments  and  poultry  pens.  We  have 
never  been  heavily  infested  but  the  search  is  being  arranged  in  order  to  come 
into  a  nation-wide-drive  to  protect  the  food  supplies.  The  work  is  being 
carried  out  in  areas,  including  adjoining  towns.  We  are  in  No.  14  Workable 
Area  which  comprises  Bolton,  Leigh,  Atherton,  Farnworth,  Kearsley,  Little 
Lever,  Horwich  and  Blackrod  as  well  as  Worsley,  and  the  advantage  of 
concerted  effort  is  obvious. 

Housing  by  the  Council  is  proceeding.  During  the  year  152  houses 
were  completed,  88  of  which  were  to  rehouse  the  Salford  overspill,  14  houses 
were  built  by  private  builders. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  the  Housing  Manager  for  the  following 
information.

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There  were  142  houses  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  a 
further  50  contemplated. 

We  are  getting  more  complaints  than  formerly  regarding  the  state  of 
repair  of  dwelling  houses.  Houses  are  becoming  more  dilapidated  and  the 
majority  require  repairs  and  renovation. 

It  is  getting  more  difficult  than  ever  to  get  work  done.  Many  owners 
cannot  afford  the  high  cost  of  repairs  and  the  painting  of  the  woodwork  is 
being  hopelessly  neglected.  This  is  as  marked  with  the  owner-occupier  type 
of  house  as  with  those  under  rent  from  a  landlord. 

The  chief  trouble  is  due  to  dampness.  Many  flagged  floors  are  damp, 
and  walls  are  damp  due  to  lack  of  pointing  and  defective  raingutters  which 
are  difficult  to  replace.  Many  houses  which  were  reasonably  fit  a  year  or 
two  ago  are  now  past  repair.  In  many  cases  the  neglect  of  the  landlord  is 
responsible  but  with  bricks,  timber,  cement  and  plaster  in  the  shortest  supply 
the  outlook  is  not  hopeful. 

Another  reason  why  we  are  getting  complaints  is  that  people  are  being 
educated  to  desire  a  higher  standard  of  housing.  When  the  occupants  of  an 
old  house  see  the  favourable  conditions  under  which  relatives  are  living  in 
Council  houses  and  modern  private  houses  they  naturally  and  rightly  desire 
improved  conditions  for  themselves. 

Unfortunately  the  demand  exceeds  the  supply  at  present  and  so  we  are 
asked  to  have  improvements  made  to  an  old  house. 

The  terms  “reasonable  expense”  in  the  Housing  Act  precludes  any 
attempt  to  ask  for  these  improvements  in  a  house  which  has  had  its  life  and 
already  been  scheduled  for  clearance  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  Under 
these  circumstances  we  can  only  ask  for  the  minimum  repairs  to  make  the 
house  reasonably  fit  and  so  the  discontent  grows. 

Where  a  house  with  solid  walls  and  flagged  floors  placed  on  the  soil  has 
been  absorbing  moisture  for  eighty  to  one  hundred  years  there  is  no  remedy 
short  of  reconstruction. 

The  detailed  list  of  inspections  and  visits  in  collection  with  dampness 
and  disrepair  will  show  how  this  branch  of  the  work  is  growing. 

Food  generally  is  more  plentiful  and  a  greater  variety  is  available.  The 
quality  is  much  better  and  far  less  is  being  condemned  as  unfit  from  the  retail 
shops.  This  is  due  to  wartime  stocks  being  exhausted. 
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There  is  an  increase  in  the  amount  surrendered  by  wholesale  dealers  but 
this  amount,  in  proportion  to  the  total  manufactured,  is  extremely  small.  I 
must  again  report  that  there  is  the  most  satisfactory  co-operation  between  the 
traders  and  this  department  concerning  the  surrender  of  unfit  or  even  doubtful 
food.  My  advice  has  been  repeatedly  sought  and  my  decision  never 
questioned. 

Milk  Sampling. 

17  Samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  Tubercule  Bacillus 
and  all  proved  to  be  negative. 

56  Samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  cleanliness,  10  tailed  to  pass  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  and  10  were  found  to  contain  the  Bacillus  Coli. 

There  have  been  repeated  complaints  of  the  amount  of  smoke  poured 
out  by  the  chimneys  of  Mosley  Common  Collieries.  'These  are  not  in  our 
district  but  the  attention  of  the  National  Coal  Board  has  been  drawn  to  the 
nuisance.  We  have  co-operated  with  Tyldesley  in  whose  district  the 
chimneys  are  situated,  and  we  have  had  the  assurance  that  when  the  electrify¬ 
ing  scheme  is  completed  the  nuisance  will  cease  to  exist.  In  the  meantime 
the  National  Coal  Board  have  promised  to  take  whatever  precautions  may 
be  practicable  to  minimise  the  emission  of  black  smoke,  but  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  much  improvement. 

During  the  year  the  salvage  of  waste  paper  was  discontinued.  This  had 
a  serious  effect  on  our  revenue  and  was  most  disappointing,  as  during  the 
short  time  it  was  in  operation  we  were  making  satisfactory  progress.  It  also 
brought  an  end  to  the  bonus  scheme  for  the  workmen  engaged  on  its 
collection. 

Refuse  is  still  being  tipped  at  Berryfield.  The  bulk  is  growing,  as  the 
cardboard  containers  in  which  food  is  now  sent  to  the  shops  are  not  returnable 
and  have  to  be  destroyed.  The  extra  amount  of  paper  being  placed  in  the 
dustbins  is  also  proving  troublesome  and  expensive.  Extra  labour  has  to  be 
provided  at  the  tip  to  separate  it  from  the  ashes.  Much  of  it  is  so  mixed  up 
with  the  refuse  that  it  cannot  be  raked  clear  and  it  gets  on  fire  either 
maliciously  by  children  or  through  spontaneous  combustion,  and  great 
expense  is  incurred  in  trying  to  prevent  the  smoke  and  smell  becoming  a 
nuisance  to  the  neighbourhood. 

Another  serious  objection  to  the  paper  and  cardboard  is  that  the  refuse 
wagons  are  loaded  with  very  light  bulky  material  and  are  only  carrying  half 
the  usual  weight  of  refuse.  'This  necessitates  more  journeys  to  the  tip  with 
the  inevitable  delay  in  collection.  All  this  makes  the  need  for  more  staff, 
more  wagons  and  more  trailers  imperative  if  anything  like  a  weekly  collection 
is  to  be  maintained.

We  are  all  justly  proud  of  the  honour  which  has  been  conferred 
on  Mrs.  Hallam,  our  Senior  Clerk  and  Typist,  on  her  appointment  as  one  of 
His  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  qualities  which  have 
made  the  honour  so  well  deserved. 

All  in  the  department  feel  sure  she  will  be  a  worthy  successor  to  the  long 
line  of  men  and  women  of  Worsley  who  have  added  lustre  to  the  office  of 
Magistrate.
